Lord .MoiiU.^urll dr,iw.< a ilislinction 
bolwcun "emiytaliou" and "coloniza- 
tion." 'I"hc " emigrant," uccor<ling to 
bim, is tt person ,wl»o goes to a colony 
without means'and without provisidii of 
any kind for hisi fnturu support. He 
tiiUen out in an oniignint aliij) and 
dumped upon the aluM-os of tho new 
' country to shift for hiniself as . best lie 
ciiu. ' The "colonist" leaves his native 

' Iniid with a sum of money sufficient 
eiiiible him to settle coniforUibly in the 
colony. Hi is under no ueceaaitv to look 
for omploymotU. It i.s intended timt bo 
sliould uot clo so. Ue Ijtiys a farm at 

i-once and goes -to work-- cultivftting it 
without delay. There is no doubt from 
tile cqlonial point oLVlew that the col- 
diiist is now preferable to- the emigrant. 
But it must not be lorgottou tliat omi- 
grants, pure and simple, that is men 
without any other capital than 
atout hcuris, good constitutions 
and strong uiuscloa have done ex- 

. qeedingly well in Canada abd other col- 
oules. iSomo of the first men in the 
Dominion to-day are the Bona, the gniud- 
'tous or more re.-note dcsccndaiUa of just 
such einigniMl:i. Tlioy came to una or 
other of the cnloniea of British America 
with hardly ono shilling to rub against 
another, and in many iustancea with 
helpless families depending on them for 
existence. They went to work with a 
I, ■ will, and after enduring burdahips that 
appear to many now to be intolerable, 
and over,'omiug diflicultios that in the 
distance appear insurmountable, they 

■ made their way slowly to comfort, to 
iudependencc, and even to wealth. 
Their children in mo»t cnai« inboriting 
their virluus went on steadily advano- 
ing to proiiperity. What share men of 
this kind had iu making the Dominion 
what it is cannot be calculated with e\- 
ati^itude,.bul .it i8 beyond a douht thnt 
Canada owes very much indeed to tlicir 
industry, their conraj^'e, their fortitude, 
and their indoniutuhle perseverance. 
It therefore does not hecoine their cliil- 
ili'en or their ehildren'.M c'liliireu t.; 
apeak alightiiigly or coniemptiKiualy ot 
the penniless emigrant. 

Again, every Canadian lias Been nion 
of the chtaa which . Lord .Monkawell 
terms "coloniats" turii out to bo uttor 
iai lures. They come to thiH country 
with more money than tho coloniata 
he speaks of will posscsM. Thoy 
pended it foolishly, and after a fe .v 
years found themselves in alinoat the 
same position as the emigrant who 
landed in the country with pcrliap.i a 
sovereign or two. But they lunl this 
advantage — tliey had liimglit experience 
witli the money that had disappeared. 
Some of tbem went to work, porhujia 
for the emigrant settler, and after a 
severe alrnggle lnoaim' iinh'pi-ndent. 
Others drifted al«.ul, g.'ll in;.; w liru cni- 
ployment they . (Hild, Imt ni-vi-r liecoiii- 
ing usctnl or re.-<pectahli; menilii^rs of tin: 
new comnmnity. We lliink of the two 
clauses emigrants and coUuiiHts - a 
greater proportion of tho former \u^s, 
bl this country at any rate, aucceeded. 
Tho emigrant had ilic henolit of that 
most elleclivo of all Ntinmlaiil.H - iiecos. 
sity. 111! iiad ]io iiiir U) depend upon 
hut jiimaelf. I'licre was no mie at 
"homo" to send him reniittancc.i. It 
depended solely on 'himself whether he 
sank or swam. And in tho gniiter 
number of instances lie awani. 

Hut timi!H have chaiigeil sinco thone 
euidy days. Tlui cuinilry ban liecuini' 
more or less thickly acttlod. An nndiu 
proportion of tho populotion in C'lininla, 
as in every other country, has gni\ i- 
(lited lo the towns. In mont of tlnin 
there ia very nearly, if nut r|uite, nn 
much lalinr of dll liiiids us iw rn'i'dfii.

Human nature is the same in all part* 
. -f the world ond the \-ico8 and follies of 

I lie times are not oontined to mie conn- 
! ry or one continent. In F.uropc the 
•iiniplaint ia that the standard of coni- 
aei cial morality is liecoining alarming- 
ly lew. In America we hear men of 
old-fashioned notions bewailing the de- 
'.joneracy of the age. Honesty, they say, 
:ias gone out of fashion and amartneas 
.has taken its place. Xo one knows in 
vliom to place coiitideiice. Men who 
.vcre considered tho most reliable are 
iveryday proving themselves tuiwoi tliy 
if trust. The gambling element has ln' - 
;on)o lamentably prevalent in mercan- 
-ile transactions. And so changed has 
.entinieni liecoine ■iiiiong commercial 
lien that the men who deplore the de- 
udeiice are laughed at as old fogies. 

Tho last complaint that we have soen 
lomcs from tho Antipodes. The Mel- 
lourne Journal of Commerce of May 3rd 
oiitains an article on ilie decay of 
iiorals, in uhich il laiiients I lie rhangi- 
or the woise tluil is going on among 
nisiiiess men in that [lart of the world. 
A hat was onco a model buRinoai, coin- 
nunity has, according to this authority, 
legenerated so greatly that in it swind- 
ing baa become u tine art, which iiiiiiiy 
hink it desirable to cultivate.

A number of old oillzonB v/ovo hi 
oonvorsatlon lii jiio vicinity of tlio 
oourt-houso. Arat-aK tUom wero.sorao 
of the former plaiitov prinijoa'of 'this 
tioctlon, wlioso immonso plimtiitions in 
ante-boUuin clays wore tilled by tliou- 
siinds of slavoB. Tlioy know all about

"Many years ajjo," said ("oloiiol H. 
. A. Tarvor, "tho Oalty Woods dislrifl 
was lilled with alligators. 'J'liey wore 
uuich moro plentiful than now. Do 
you know that the bellow &f an alli- 
gator is a Buro sigu of aijproacliiuff 
rnln. If you hear tlioir lioarso cvy in 
tho morning: look out for showers. 
V . '.'Tl»6 alllgrntors are often quite fiorco. 
A negro woman was standinfr 1" » 
pond washiiifi- wlion an allig-ator cau^'hl 
ht-r by tlio log-. Sho ciillod hmily for 
help, wlien somo nogro men wlio wore 
near ran to her assistance and killed 
the huge reptile. A gentleman was 
riding across a branch wlion an alli- 
gator caught his liorso by tho leg. 'i'ho 
animal plunged fearfully, but tho 
saurian held oalike grim death. .The 
gentleman was "thrown In tho water 
and tho horse managed to oxti-icato 
his limb from tlio fierce tooth that ap- 
parently hold it as in a visa I once 
killed 120 alligators in one day. The 
ponds were quite dry at the time, i 
procured a long polo with a largo hook 
at tho end, and, going to the hulos 
which woro slill tilled with water, I 
dragged the reptiles out, having them 
dispatched by the negroes. It is sin- 
gular how long life will remain in 
tluiso ci-oaturos. Wo once klllod a 
largo one in a iiold and left it behind 
tho furrows. The next day, twenty- 
four houi's later, the overseer touohod 
it in i)assing, and it doubled Itself up, 
striking out viciously with its tail, 
nearly striking him." 

"I onco went on a fishing excursion 
to Mchollan's IMills," said Dr. Tiili- 
forroJnnos. "Wo strotchod out our 
nol8, and at twelve o'clock wo went, to 
examine them. In one wo found a 
large alligator tangled up, who got 
away. Tlio net was torn in two, but 
wo rosot it without ti-ying to mend it. 
At two o'clock Mr. Johnson and others 
wont out again. The alligator had re- 
turned to tho net, endeavoring to prey 
upon the fish within It, and was 
drowned thoroln. They brought il 
ashore. I was asleop .at the time, and 
tliey awakened me by jnitting my foot 
la the huge mouth of the creature. 
The alligator was eight feet long, and 
was stone dead. We pricked him with 
knives and punctured him, but could 
find no sign of animation. 

*'One of the best finds 1 ever made."' 
continued the doctor, "was at Plney 
Woods creek, near Acree. Tho waier 
was very low. and as I was crossing it 
I saw an iminonse blucklish como 
ewia^ming by in the shallow stream 
and hid amid the tall grass. I AU- 
moimted and killed tlio tlsh. Tn step- 
ping back I felt some (jueor Bubstauco 
beneath my foot, and looking down I 
saw that I had stepped upon an enor- 
mous soft-shelled turtle. I also captured 
thdti ..and the noxtd^iy I had them both 
for dinner." 

A negro out at the Tarver place is 
very fond of alligators as a food iimil- 
uct. Ho captures the saurlans, and. 
after duly preparing them, cures tliciu 
as he does his hams. In his smoko- 
houso at present five or six of these 
reptiles aro hung up imdorgoirg the 
smoking process. — Albany (Ga.) Cur. 
Atlantic Constitution.
